Marylebone Park, since, as he said, ‘* it is probable that on the return of 
Peace, the town may be extended.’’ Three designs only were sent in, all by 
White. Meanwhile, John Nash, in his own way. gained influence in favour 
if his designs, and poor White, who had so much interest in the Park and the 
ameniiy of this part of London, where he worked and lived—he built himself a 
house in the New Road—was completely ignored. The story of White's association 
vith the Marylebone work is told by Mr. Summerson in his John Nash.

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APPRECIATION OF ARCHITECTURE IN SCHOOLS 

Following upon the initiative of Mr. R. Birdwood Willcocks [F.] 
the Berkshire Education Committee are proposing to include 
study and training in the appreciation of architecture in the 
curriculum of its senior and secondary schools. The R.I.B.A., 
through the medium of the Public Relations Group and the 
Board of Education, has been closely connected with the idea 
from the beginning and has now formed a special sub-committee 
to watch the progress of the scheme and to encourage the estab- 
lishment of architectural instruction in schools on a national 
scale. The Berkshire scheme is still experimental, but is being 
welcomed with considerable enthusiasm by many of the teachers. 
A series of lectures is now being given to the teachers by ‘Thomas 
Sharp, John Summerson [4.], Edward Carter [A.], Clough 
Williams-Ellis [F.] and Anthony Betts, Director of the School of 
Art, University of Reading. 


THE LECTURERS PANEL: SCALE OF FEES 
The following scale of fees for lectures has been approvéd 
by the General Purposes Committee of the Reconstruction 
Committee. ‘The scale is intended as a guide to normal practice, 
and it is understood that where special circumstances warrant 
it a higber fee may be accepted. 
1. General Fee: ‘Two guineas per lecture. 


2. For a lecture of University Extension Standard : three guineas 


Where education bodies have adopted a scale of tees this should 
generally be accepted. 


y. It is permissible for a lecturer, at his discretion, to accept a fee 
of one guinea or to waive the fee entirely. 


In all cases expenses should be charged. 


Requests for lecturers are slowly coming in from places, large 
and small, all over the country. There are some large gaps 
in the distribution of our lecturers, notably Edinburgh, the 
Scottish Border, West Cumberland, Liverpool, Wales and the 
Eastern Counties. ‘The panel is not closed and it is hoped that 
these gaps can be filled.

STANDARD PRICE SCHEDULE FOR THE 


BUILDING INDUSTRY 


At the conclusion of a note on page 92 in the April JOURNAL 
referring to the new Standard Price Schedule, which has been 
issued by the Ministry of Works and Buildings, a statement 
from the Ministry was published that the schedule is suitable 
for use in connection with any building work of similar types to 
those Ministry jobs for which it was originally designed. 


The matter of the suitability of the schedule for works other 
than the specific Ministry works for which it was designed and 
its suitability for post-war building work has not been considered 
by any Institute committee, and thus the opinion expressed in 
the note must be considered as that of the Ministry and not of 


the R.I.B.A. 


SCALE. OF FEES FOR CAMPS, HOSTELS, ETC., FOR 
THE MINISTRY OF WORKS AND BUILDINGS 
The basis of employment and remuneration of nominated 

private architects in regard to schemes for hostels, War Office 

camps, and similar schemes of a standard type. which involve 
repetition units, for the Ministry of Works and Buildings, has 
recently been revised. Members who have this type of work

P.A.D. IN WARTIME FACTORIES 


A general statement has been issued by the Factory (P.A.D.) 
Committee of the Ministry of Home Security, Research and 
Experiments Department, on the application of P.A.D. measuies in 
wartime factories. 


The statement outlines general principles applicable to all 
constructions in variable degree according to the importance and 
location of the factory. 


It is emphasised that in work for factories sponsored by 
either of the three Supply Ministries, the appropriate P.A.D., 
department must be consulted. The various sections the 
statement deal with :

The Building Industries National Council 

The Building Industries National Council has continued its 
efforts towards the establishment of more effective liaison between 
his Majesty’s Government and the building group of professions 
and industries, the fostering of the public recognition of the 
economic importance and repercussion of building activity both 
at home and abroad, and the maintenance of building practice 
in consonance with technical progress. 

In pursuance of these purposes the Council has maintained its 
contact with the Ministry of Works and Buildings, and proposals 
for the more effective machinery for the administration of that 
contact have been submitted with respect both to wartime and 
post-war action and policies. In its publications the Council 
has endeavoured to keep official and public opinion informed on 
the need for the application of well-conceived public building 
policies, at home, in the colonies and abroad as one of the 
primary essentials of post-war rehabilitation, development and 
economic stability. The Council in this respect has concentrated 
on outlining statistical and economic information as to the 
importance of public works in world industrial development, 
particularly in its relation to the provisions and purposes of the 
economic clauses of the Atlantic Charter and the new world 
conditions that are likely to ensue in consequence. The Council 
in all its relations with his Majesty’s Government continues to 
stress the importance in all circumstances of a well-ordered 
programme of domestic building as the essential to economic 
stability. 

The membership of the Council continues to expand as the 
need for unity and orderliness in the industries becomes more 
sharply defined.

DEFERMENT OF MILITARY SERVICE 

In consultation with the Ministry of Works and Buildings an 1 
the Ministry of Labour and National Service, a Committee 
consisting of Mr. Thos. E. Scott (chairman), Mr. Joseph Hill and 
Mr. Basil M. Sullivan, was set up to consider and report to the 
former Ministry on applications received from architects in 
private practice, local authorities, public utility undertakings 
and companies employing architectural staffs, for the deferment 
of military service in respect of their assistants whose services 
were still urgently required for work of vital national inaportance. 
The Committee was also asked to consider and report on applica- 
tions for release from the armed Forces. The Committee has 
dealt with a very considerable number of cases and it is gratifying 
to note that in the great majority of them its advice has been 
accepted. 


The Library 


lhe Library has continued to increase its activity during the 
year —only a few weeks before the publication of this report it 
was found necessary to add more seats and tables, and on several 
occasions recently the room has been entirely filled, mostly with 
serious readers. We recognise gladly that the attractive club- 
room Character of the present Library brings many people there 
whose purpose is recreational rather than studious, but 
people come who are not actual Library users. 


few 


rhere is no means of computing exactly how the Library 
work is divided. .\ large part of the routine work is concerned 
with the lending library, and this is larger now than at any 
lime since the war began. The lending library users come from 
all classes of readers, from examination students to Government 
research officers, and books have been sent by post to readers 
in the Orkneys, Ireland and every corner of Great Britain. 

Ai the time of going to press there are almost 700 books from 
the Library in readers’ hands—an increase of about 150 over the 
1940-41 figure. 

As last year a large part of the Library’s resources are applied 
in Government service on direct war tasks; continuous use being 
mad of reference library books and periodicals by several war 


and other departments. There has been a welcome increase 


in use by the Institute’s own committees. 
Liaison with Other Societies 

The maintenance of liaison with other libraries and societies 
has always been one of the strongest elements of the R.I.B.A. 
Library organisation. In war, when many libraries are 
evacuated and some destroyed, when staffs have changed and the 
general problems of intercommunication made infinitely more 
difficult than they were the relative importance of an active 
and centrally placed Library such as the R.I.B.A.’s is incalculably 
enhanced. Good liaison with other bodies results often in 
considerable. economy of time, but also, it brings many 
external enquiries and applications for non-member reader’s 
tickets ; but all this adds considerably to the Institute’s prestige. 

-articularly close and effective liaison has been maintained 
with the National Buildings Record, which is still provided with 
an office in the R.I.B.A. building. 
Microphotography 

A short while before the war the Library Committee had all 
the Palladio drawings in the Burlington Devonshire Collection 
photographed on 35 mm. film, This was the Institute’s first 
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practical use of microphotography and copies of that film were 
sold to the Academy of Architects in Moscow and to various 
other scholastic bodies. Now, with a considerable extension of 
the use of microfilm in view, a reading machine has been made 
for Library use. This was described in the R.I.B.A JouRNAL 
for April. Since that article was written, in response to very 
urgent requests, the apparatus has been lent to the Intelligence 
Department of one of the War Ministries whose officers have 
been constantly using the R.I.B.A. and whose use of microfilm 
for documentary purposes was largely stimulated by the R.1.B.A. 
example. 

Books Jo Prisoners of Wa 

The Library has continued to work in association with the 
Educational Books Section .of the British Red Cross and St. 
John’s Prisoners of War Department, and has been instrumental 
in getting many hundreds of books sent to camps in Germany 
and Italy. Advice is constantly being given to prisoners on 
books suitable for studies in the ** architectural faculties ”’ of the 
camp “ universities” and we are in correspondence with many 
relatives. The R.I.B.A. now possesses a censorship permit to 
send books, etc., direct to the camps. 

Gifts 

This has been a most fruitful year for gifts of both boo! s and 
drawings. One of the largest and most important gifts has come 
from the American Institute of Architects. through whom we 
have received 105 American technical, scientific and general 
architectural and planning works. These have been fully 
recorded in the JOURNAL and lists issued to all the more important 
research and study groups. We have also received books from 
the Library of Congress, the U.S. Bureau of Standards and 
several other departments, and many individual American 
authors and publishing houses. . 

Below are notes on some of the outstanding gifts from British 
sources. The larger gifts include many works for addition to 
the collection which is in process of enlargement to transfer 
after the war to Allied Societies’ libraries and which will par- 
ticularly be used to reconstitute ‘ blitzed ” 

By bequest : from the late J. A. Gotch, Past President, several hundred 
books and a large collection of measured drawings selected without 
restriction from Mr. Gotch’s fine library. These have been 
received. Similarly, we leave to select from the late 
F. W. ‘Troup’s library. number of rare and interesting 
books and, generosity of Mr. CG.

Another gift of rare quality is a colléction of 57 small calt-bound 
diaries of the Gothic revivalist, Thomas Rickman (1776-1841), pre- 
sented by Mr. A. T. Cauns Roberts at the suggestion of Mr. Hubert 
Lidbetter [F.]. Rickman was an active and devout member of the 
Society of Friends, and these diaries give an’ intimate picture of th 
life and interests of a Quaker architect-—pious and introspective 
methodical and businesslike. They cover his life. from 1808 to 1834. 

The gifts, which can be noted in a short paragraph, are a few only 
of the many received. It is proper to repeat publicly in this report the 
gratitude felt by the Royal Institute to these many benefactors. 
LIBRARY STATISTICS 

Since the date of the last report, 721 (737 in 1940-41) books and 
pamphlets, excluding periodicals and some serial pamphlets, and als: 
excluding the Gotch and Prentice bequests. have been added to tx 
Library, 621 (651 in 1940-41) to the Reference and 100 (86 in 1940-4! 
to the Loan. ‘These figures include 105 books and pamphlets from tn 
American Institute of Architects, six of which went to the Loan. The 
Reference Library figure includes 96 MSS. and typescripts or sets oi 
these. There were also 46 drawings or sets of drawings. 


PERIODICALS

The Finances of the Royal Institute 


\ point brought out in the annual accounts is that income and 
expenditure are much the same as last year. This might lead 
to the unsafe assumption that the position has become stabilised 
under the prevailing war conditions. It must not be forgotten 
that there is always a major war risk overhanging us. 


In some directions it has not been possible to avoid increase 
in expenditure from causes beyond our control.

© ninety-second annual report of the Architects’ Benevolent 
Soci ly was adopted at the Society’s annual meeting held on 
Apri: 30, 1942. 


lve President, Mr. W. H. Ansell, M.C., P.R.I.B.A., in moving 
the «doption of the annual report, said that the Council were 
consiantly considering new ways of raising funds, and their aim 
was 0 arouse in all architects a sympathetic interest in the work 
of t! © Society. Over a thousand donations had been received in 
response to the Half-Crown Appeal, a considerable increase over 
ihe number received for the previous appeal, and the majority 
wero from new. contributors, which was very encouraging to the 
socicty. 

lic technical Press had, as always been most generous in giving 
free advertising space to the Society, and in publishing appeals 
for us funds, and for this the Council were most grateful. 

I'\.c President emphasised the Socicty’s thanks to the American 
Institute of Architects for the sum of £650 1s., which thev had 
collected and sent for the relief of distress among architects’ 
families in Britain. Some grants had already been made from 
this fund, chiefly for assistance in the training of children, in 
accordance with the wish expressed by the donors. 

The Society had received many interesting and appreciative 
letters regarding the grants made by the Council. One lady 
wrote that she still had some money in France, which she hoped 
to receive after the war, when she intended to refund to the 
Society the grants now made for her support, so that others might 
benefit as she had done. Another letter from an architect aged 
76, who had been helped by the Society, stated that he had now 
btained work owing to the war, and asked that his grant should 
be stopped forthwith. 


The President expressed the thanks of the Council to those who 
support the Society, and hoped that all would do their utmost 
to add new contributors for this very worthy cause. 

ln the absence of the Treasurer on active service, Sir Harry 
Vanderpant, Vice-President and Hon. Auditor, presented the 
iwccounts and balance sheet. The decrease in subscriptions and 
ordinary donations, and the increase in printing and labour costs. 
had reduced the Society’s available income, but this had been 
iset by the Half-Crown Fund and the American Fund. 

Phe Council had followed a conservative financial policy as 
regards investments, which had resulted in a sound position of 
he Soctety’s limited resources. It was hoped that in the coming 
car the funds would be increased still further by the generosity 
ff the profession. 

lhe Council and Officers were elected for the year. 

The following are extracts from the annual report of the 
Council for the year 1941. 

Pensions and Grants 

Phe werk of the Society in administering relief to those in 
need has continued and increased during the past year. More 
ipplications for help have been-received, there being 19 new 
ascs among the total of 118 ; 33 of this total were architects or 
assistants, and 12 orphans, the remainder being widows. One 
pensioner died during the year, and the vacancy has been filled 
from the list of applicants. Altogether £3,622 was distributed 
during the year. The Council are glad to report that all their 
beneficiaries came safely through the raids, which they bore with 
great stoicism and courage, though several have suffered damage 
to their houses or possessions. 
Finance 

In the first place, our thanks are due to the architects of 
\merica, who collected and sent to the Royal Institute of British 
Architects the sum of £650 1s., to be used in helping the archi- 
tects of Great Britain, and especially the families and children of 
those who have been adversely affected by the war. This sum 
has heen handed to the A.B.S. for administration, and grants 
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have already been made to families of architects in distress. 
including special educational grants to assist in the training of 
children to support themselves in useful professions. This very 
practical expression of sympathy from our Allies across the 
Atlantic is a most valuable help and encouragement to the 
Society and the profession. 

Generous donations have also been received from many of 
the Societies allied to the R.I.B.A., including £21 from the 
Hertfordshire Chapter of the Essex, Cambridge and Herts. 
Society of Architects, £10 from the Exeter Branch of the Devon 
and Cornwall Architectural Society, and from the South-Eastern 
Society of Architects, £5 5s. each from the Brighton and Tun- 
bridge Wells Chapters of the South-Eastern Society of Architects 
and the Southend Chapter of the Essex, Cambridge and Herts. 
Society of Archiiects, £5 each from the Cumberland Branch of 
the Northern Architectural Association and the York and East 
Yorkshire Architectural Society, and £6 12s. from the Hampshire 
Society of Architects, representing Is. per guinea of their sub- 
scription receipts.

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BRICKS TO BE CONTROLLED 


Manufacture of bricks to be controlled from 4 May 1942 
under an Order (S.R. & O., 1942, No. 675) made by the Minister 
of Works and Buildings. 

Ie Order provides that : 

1 No person shall produce building bricks except at such premises 
in such quantities and subject to such conditions as may be 
specified in a licence granted by or on behalf of the Minister of 
Works and Buildings. 

2 In this Order the expression * building bricks ** means “ walling 
units ’’ (not being hollow blocks) which : 

a) consist of any hard and durable inorganic substance other 
than refractory substances employed specifically on account 
of this refractory property ; 

b) are suitable for building and bonding ; and 

c) are of such a shape, size and weight that they can be 
manipulated by one hand. 


[his Order is a first step to implement the recommendation 
of the Simmonds Committee to the Minister of Works and 
Buildings that the current total national output of bricks should 
be decreased by 124 per cent. and 4 per cent. by the closure of 
specified brickworks, or in the case of larger works by reduction 
of productivity. 

Licences to manufacture bricks in accordance with this Order 
will be issued to all producers in due course, but manufacturers 
who do not receive a licence before 25 April 1942 should apply 
to the Director of Bricks, Ministry of Works and Buildings, 
Lambeth Bridge House, Albert Embankment, 5S.E.1.

OBITUARY 
MR. T. BUTLER WILSON, Ret. [F.] 

The West Yorkshire Society of Architects has lost one of its most 
eminent members in the death of Mr. T. Butler Wilson [F.]. Born 
in Leeds in 1859 he served his articles with the late Charles Bell, of 
London, and studied architecture at the Leeds School of Art, the 
\rchitectural Association and Wing’s College. 

Mr. Wilson retired from active practice some years ago, but his 
work included Grove House, Selbourne House and Godolphin House, 
Harrogate, Wheatfield Lodge and Castle Grove, Leeds, as well as the 
Manor House, Newbrandenburgh, Germany. 

Mr. Wilson will be remembered best, however, for his devotion to 
the cause of architectural registration and in 1go04 he publisned at his 
own expense a “* Draft Bill for the Statutory Registration of Architects.” 
He had a long connection with the Council of the R.I.B.A., was a 
member for the years 1896-97, 1901-1904, 1924-28, and served on the 
Board of Architectural Education, the Board of Examiners and Practice, 
Science and Registration Committees. 


But his major interests were in Yorkshire and his great gifts were 
concentrated on the development of the West Yorkshire Society of 
\rchiteets of which he was President from 1go1-1904 and continued 
as a member of the Council for many years. He held the office of 
Hon. Treasurer at his death. His interest in the registration of the 
profession naturally led him to take a particular interest in architec- 
tural education. He was largely responsible for the formation of the 
Leeds School of Architecture in 1g02 and maintained an active and 
personal interest in the students up to his death. He had been a 
member of the Advisory Committee of the School for many years. 

Mr. Wilson was also one of the Society’s best after-dinner speakers 
and was a great raconteur. His fine memory enabled him to recall 
and describe vividly many events in the history of the Society and the 
R.I.B.A., and his humorous and informative speeches were a popular 
feature of many public meetings of the Society and the School. 
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ALLIED SOCIETIES 


Devon and Cornwall Architectural, Society 

At the annual meeting of the Devon and Cornwall A.S., held 
in Plymouth on 28 March, Mr. A. Cunes [L.], of Exeter, was elected 
president in succession to Mr. J. Challice [F.]. 

The annual report showed that membership had increased from 
227 to 229. 

Mr. Challice, in his speech, referred to the work of the R.I.B.A. 
Reconstruction Committee and stressed the manner in which they 
could help. 


Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln Architectural Society 

The annual meeting of the Notts, Derby and Lincs Society was 
held at Nottingham on 1 April when Mr. Aslin gave his presidential 
address and the report was presented. 

Mr. Aslin emphasised the need for planning for post-war. The 
profession’s patron was the public and the public had to be made 
to know about architecture. Architecture had to be removed from 
its obscurity as an archeological study and its true value revealed as a 
living art embodying the needs and aspirations of our fellow-inen. 


S. Wales Institute of Architects (Central Branch) 

The notice of Mr. L. R. Gower’s election to the chairmanship 
of the South Wales Institute Central Branch, published in the March 
JourNAL, gave his initials wrongly ; also Mr. Gower was shown as 
[L.] whereas he is a Fellow. 


York and East Yorkshire Architectural Society 

The annual general meeting of the society was held on Monday, 
20 April, the president, Chas. H. E. Bridgen [F.], who was elected 
president for another year, being in the chair. 

The president gave an interesting review of the past year’s happen- 
ings, referring especially to the valuable work undertaken by the 
R.I.B.A., and particularly to the Reconstruction Committee reports. 

He also referred to the Regional Reconstruction Committees set up 
in the Defence Areas 1 and 2 upon which the Society had representa- 
tives. He expressed the hope that local autherities would use the 
Society in formulating proposals for reconstruction and replanning. 


Sheffield, South Yorkshire and District Society of Architects and Surveyors 

The Council have issued their fifty-fourth annual report. 

The membership of the Society is now 136, as compared with 140 
last year. 

The most outstanding matter dealt with during the year was the 
general policy in regard to the reconstruction and planning of Sheffield 
after the war. During the summer a joint meeting of the Council 
with the technical advisers to the Corporation, the representatives of 
the Yorkshire Building Federation and Chamber of Commerce was 
held to discuss this question. A committee, including members of 
the Council, was elected to assist the Town Planning Committee of 
the Corporation in this work : this committee had met every fortnight 
for some months and had now submitted three interim reports to the 
town clerk who had expressed the City Council’s appreciation of the 
work which has been done. 

Mr. S. Welsh and the hon. secretary had attended meetings of the 
North-Eastern Regional Reconstruction Committee for the area which, 
besides “our own area, includes a portion of that of the West Yorks 
and East Yorks Societies’. 

The report also deals with other matters and includes a report on 
the Sheffield Department of Architecture School. 

Mr. Stephen Welsh was elected president for the 1q42-43 session.
